He said Etzion Bloc leaders were 
“outraged” by the council's decision 
on Monday night “to stop dwelling 
on condemnations” of the under- 
ground.

The quarrel in La’am was patched 
up.yesterday evening. Ehud Olmert 
told reporters that this moming he 
will hand Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir a letter, stating that all four 
of the faction's MKs will accept his 
ruling fixing their order in the Likud 
Knesset list. 

“On Monday night, Olmert, 
Health Minister Eliezer Shostak, 
and Avraham Hirchson announced 
their readiness to leave the decision 
to Shamir, But Yigal Cohen ob- 
jected, on the grounds that the order 
of candidates was a matter for La‘am 
to decide for itself. 

At a meeting in the Knesset 
yesterday, Cohen withdrew his 
objection. 

The crisis erupted on Sunday, 
when Shostak and his followers left 
the meeting of the party secretariat, 
and at a meeting of their own in a 
different ball voted that Shostak 
again be first on their list, with 
Otkmert second. 

Simultaneously, Olmert's follow- 
ers voted that he be given first place, 
and Shostak no place at all. 

Shostak yesterday confirmed to 
The Jerusalem Post that he would 
recommend to Shamir, if he forms 
the next government, that Olmert 
represent La‘am in the cabinet. 

But Olmert, asked whether it was 
on the basis of that promsie that he 
had agreed to Shamir's arbitration, 
claimed that all he knew of the 
promise was what he had read in the 
papers. 


2 IDF soldiers 
wounded in 
Lebanon ambush

KIRYAT SHMONA. — Two IDF 
soldiers were wounded yesterday 
evening in Lebanon when their pat- 
rol came under light arms fire in an 
ambush north of the Zaharani River. 
The wounded soldiers were evacu- 
ated to Haifa’s Rambam Hospital. 

Two earlier attacks yesterday 
caused no casualties. 

Two bazooka rounds were fired at 
an IDF patrol north of Juyaeb in one 
incident. IDF forces closed off the 
area and searched it. 

In the other incident, a mine was 
found and safely dismantled 1% 
kilometres north of Nabatiya on a 
Toad used by the LDF.

Deputy Prime Minster David 
Levy yesterday voiced strong de- 
mands to compensate wage ear- 
ners promptly for last month's 
20.6 per cent rise in the cost-of- 
living index. He asked Finance 
Minister Yigal Cohen-Orgad to 
grant raises with this month's 
wage. payable in early June. 

Cohen-Orgad, however, de- 
clared that only within the 
framework of an overall cost-of- 
living allowance agreeement be- 
tween the Histadrut. employers 
and the government would he 
agree to make such advance pay- 
ment. The talks about such 
accord have been taking place 
for several days, and thus while 
Cohen-Orgad did not promise to 
agree, it is possible that he will 
meet Levy's demands. 

The increase in the consumer 
price index was the second largest 
ever registered, only 0.5 per cent 
lower than the October 1983 record 
of 21.1 percent.

Shamir hails MKs’ visit to Morocco

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
yesterday welcomed the visit of an 
Israeli parliamentary delegation to 
Morocco. Addressing a com- 
memorative gathering in Kiryat Gat, 
he said that the event “should be 
viewed as one more expression of 
the growing acceptance by the Arab 
world of the independent existence 
of the state of Israel.” 

In Rabat, where the 11 MKs and 
two dozen other Israelis attended a 
congress of Jews of Moroccan origin, 
a high Moroccan official told the 
event's participants Monday night 
that his couatry is willing to mediate 
between Israel and the Palestinians. 

Minister of State Moulay Ahmed 
Alaoui appeared suddenly at the 
congress as delegates were holding a 
discussion on Rambam (Moses 
Maimonides), according to the Heb- 
tew daily Ma’ariv, His arrival was 
seen as an indirect message from 
Moroccan King Hassan, meant to 
indicate one of the main reasons for 
the Israelis’ invitation. 

In his surprise address, Alaoui 
called the congress ‘a unique event, 


in that Jews and Moslems pariicipat- 
ing in it can speak freely and get to 
know each other. This is the way to 
achieve peace and to build, finally. 
something positive between Jews 
and Arabs. Morocco is in a good 
position to help, because while it 
supports the Palestinian struggle, it 
also can contribute to peace. 
“Morocco holds an obligation to 
the Palestinians,"’ he went on, 


“especially to the Fez summit con- |

TEL AVIV. -- Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim yesterday appealed to 
the cabinet plenary against a joint 
cabinet-World Zionist Organization 
settlement committee decision to 
establish two settlements in the West 
Bank on land with disputed own- 
ership. 

Nissim’s appeal automatically sus- 
pends implementation of the com- 
mittee's decision until the entire 
cabinet considers the matter, a jus- 
tice ministry source said. Attorney- 
General Yitzbak Zamir, meanwhile, 
asked the committee's acting chair- 
man, Yuval Ne’eman, to reconsider

Nissim rebelled against the com- 
mittee’s decision on Monday to per- 
mit private enterepreneurs to settle 
two sites in western Samaria near the 
old armistice line. One settlement.

have said they want to establish it 
over a 1,000-dunam area.

has been legally contested. 

Ya‘arit was to include a 20- 
dunam area, which was owned joint- 
ly by two Arabs who died. The two 
had many heirs, but the entrep- 
reneurs bought the land from some 
heirs of only one of the original 
owners, the source added. 

The justice minister in his appeal 
said the public would be misled ἐξ ir 
were advised to sign contracts to 
purchase land ‘there. “The govern- 
Ment must not put up with some- 
thing like this,” the ministry's 
spokesman quoted Nissim as stres- 
sing. Nissim went on to demand that 
decisions to establish settlements 
should be taken only after his minis- 
try confirms the land ownership. 


Heavy Soviet losses in Afghanistan 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). -- Soviet 
forces have suffered heavy casualties 
in their assault on Afghanistan's 
Panjsher Valley with af least 500 
dead and wounded soldiers taken to 
Kabul in the past seven to 10 days, 
western diplomats said yesterday. 

Gravediggers at Kabul’s martyr's 
cemetery, where Afghani soldiers 
are often buried, are working over- 
time with up to 40 funerals a day, 
they said, quoting reports from their 
embassies in Kabul. Truckloads of 
Afghan wounded have been seen at 
the airport. 

Other Soviet wounded were be- 
lieved to be receiving treatment at 


Bagram, a large Soviet airbase north 
of Kabul, or being flown directly to 
Soviet hospitals. the ciplomats 
added. 

The diplomats, whose reports 
were the first estimates of Soviet 
casualties since the offensive started 
on April 21, said ambulances full of 
Soviet casualties were now often 
seen in the Afghan capital. 

They also reported that three or 
four Soviet soldiers went on a rum- 
page in Kabul on May 7. machine- 
gunning at least six people to death 
as they waited for a bus outside a 
Soviet barracks. 

The diplomats said the killing at 


the bus stop appeared to be in re- 
taliation for a guerrilla attack the 
night before which Killed at least 
seven Soviet soldiers. 

Guerrilla timebombs have rocked 
Kabul almost daily. the diplomats 
said. 

Afghanistan's Communist Party 
chiefs said Monday night they would 
soon arm workers. farmers and civil 
servants to provect work places. Civil 
defence tezems and soldiers used io 
do this job. but Moscow appears to 
have Inst faith in the dwindling army 
and an increasing number of Soviet 
soldiers have been pusted on Kabul’s 
streets, the diplomats said. 


World to spend $1,000b. on arms this year 


WASHINGTON (AP). -- The world will be 
spending a thousand billion for weapons and other 
military purposes by next year, the U.S. Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency reported on 


Monday. 


From less than $300b. in 1972, spending rose to 
about $820b. in 1982, and will reach about $970b. 


this year, the agency said. 


Tnflation is partly responsible for the rise. but 
even in teal terms. spending is increasing an 
average of 3.1 per cent a year. It moved up twice as 
fast in developing countries as in industrialized 
ones, with the Middle East and Africa leading the 


way, 


The U.S,, the Soviet Union and their military 
blocs accounted for nearly 75 per cent of the arms 
sold and delivered from 1972 to 1982, the period 
covered in the report. But the U.S. agency founda 
number of other countries coming into prominen- 
ce as arms exporters in the early 1980s: Brazil, 


nia and China. 


Israel, North Korea, South Korea and Turkey. 
Still, their sales were far below those of the 
leading exporters for 1978-1982: the Soviet Un- 
ion, the U.S., France, the United Kingdom, West 
Germany, Italy, Czechostovakia, Poland, Ruma- 


The Soviet Union, the top arms supplier since" 
1978, held 30.1 per cent of the arms market in 
1982. The U.S. was second with 26.2 per cent. But 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization allies led 
the Warsaw Pact, 47.9 to 38.3 per cent. 

In total military spending, the Soviet Linion led 
the U.S. in 1982 by $257b to $196b. 

Middle Eastern countries bought nearly half the 
weapons delivered in 1982. The region has led all 
others since 1977 in the value of arms imports. The 
war between Iran and Iraq prompted a surge in 
1980, after four years of levelling off.

Herut and the Liberals held no 
formal meeting yesterday and none 
is scheduled for today as their war of 
nerves continues over Herut’s de- 
mands to reduce Liberal representa- 
tion in the Knesset. 

Although most signs yesterday 
pointed to a split, the prime minister 
told a Kol Yisrael reporter that he 
was sure the dispute would be set- 
tled. 

Ronnie Milo, chairman of Herut's 
Knesset faction, announced that if 
the Liberals do nat hudge from the 
stand they took on Monday night.

Professor tells meeting on Holocaust in Hungary: 
Yishuv could have saved more Jews

HAIFA. - The former Palestine 
Jewish leadership unwittingly contri- 
buted to the deaths of Hungarian 
Jews in World War If by its unpre- 
paredness and lack of action, Dr. 


Raphael Vago yesterday told the . 


international conference being held 
at the Haifa University to com- 
memorate the 40th anniversary of 
the destruction of Hungarian Jewry. 

Vago, a lecturer in modern East 
European history at Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity. cited the Yishuv's intemal 
political strife and its poor assess- 
ment of the danger as the cause of its 
inadequate response to the plight of 
Hungarian Jewry. 

He stressed that the “tragedy” 
occurred during the last phase of the 
war when the lessons of preceding 
events should have mobilized the 
Yishuv and its leadership. 

Despite the difficulties posed by 
distance, lack of funds and the hos- 


tle character of British rule, the 
Jews in Palestine at the time could 
have done more to help rescue 
Hungarian Jews and direct their re- 
sistance. 

“Instead, it seems, the Yishuv was 
embroiled in the internal political 
strife accompanying its search for 
scapegoats and the preparation of a 
safe homeland for the remnants of 
European Jewry who would some- 
how be saved,” he said. 

Vago charged that the leading 
bodies of the Yishuv — the Jewish 
Agency and its executive and the 
United Rescue Committee -- were 
willing to pin the blame on Hunga- 
rian Jewry for this lack of action 
rather than accept some of the re- 
sponsibility. 

He maintained that the impotence 
of the United Rescue Committee 
was largely due to the political divi- 
sions within the establishment. The 
accusations of various immigrant 
associations, including those from 


Hungary. that their suggestions went 
unheeded indicated the mutual dis- 
trust and lack of coordination within 
the establishment at that time. 

Earlier the conference heard ἃ 
lecture by Prof. Gyorgy Ranki. of 
the Hungarian Academy of Science 
in Budapest. He said that without 
the active support of the Hungarian 
Army and gendarmerie. and the 
deep-rooted traditional anti- 
Semitism of much of the Hungarian 
population. the Nazis would not 
have succeeded in destroying more 
than half a miltion Jews in such a 
short time. 

The conference moves today to 
Kibbutz Lohamei Hageta'ot where it 
will hear members of the Zionist 
underground in Hungary tell their 
personal experiences. The confer- 
ence will end tomorrow at Yad 
Vashem in Jerusalem with a round 
table discussion on the various 
aspects of the attempts to rescue 
Hungarian Jewry.

By that he obviously meant 
Israel's interests which, despite the 
reduced IDF presence inside Sidan, 
will remain a dominant factor in the 
area’s immediate future. 

Nearly two years after the inva- 
sion when some Israeli soldiers were 
showered with sweets, rice and wel- 
coming smiles, now they can hardly 
wait to get out of a country which 
appears to have lost its romantic 
appeal.

No propaganda in school, Zamir warns 


Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
yesterday conveyed to principals and 
teachers at all the country’s public 
schools a reminder that election 
propaganda in such educational in- 
Stitutions is forbidden. On Monday. 
the Education Ministry sent its own 
directive to principals charging them 
with making sure the law is 
observed. 

In a letter to the Education Minis- 
try's legal adviser Arye Brick. Zamir 
noted that the ban applies not only to 
direct propaganda, but to any invita- 
tion. until the July 23 election, of a 
person standing for the Knesset to 


lecture or take part in a discussion in 
school. 


Also forbidden are invitations to 
persons who might reasonably be 
expected to engage in election prop- 
aganda, even if the official reason for 
their coming is unconnected to poli- 
tics. 

A principal or teacher found to 
violate the law is liable to prosecu- 
tion. and if convicted, (Ὁ ἃ six-month 
prison term or a $200,000 fine. In 
addition, a disciplinary hearing in 
either a civil service or local author- 
ity court is possible.

MANILA (Reuter). - Opposition 
leaders accused the ruling party of 
President Ferdinand Marcos of 
trying to cheat its way to victory in 
the Philippine parliamentary elec- 
tions last night as it faced shock 
defeats in the major cities. 

Gen. Fidel Ramos. head of the 
Philippine constabulary, announced 
yesterday that 91 people had been 
killed and 24 wounded in election 
day violence. : 

Two-thirds of those killed were 
soldiers ambushed by Communist 
guerrillas across the islands. The 
others included 16 rebels and 15 
civilians. 

With about one-third of the vote 
counted, unofficial returns provided 
by a citizen's watchdog body showed 
the opposition and independent 
candidates leading in about 90 of the 
183 National Assembly seats at 
stake. The president's New Society 
Movement (KBL) was ahead in 70. 

But opponents of the president 
said ballot counting across the coun- 
try had suddenly slowed and they 
were suspicious of attempts to cheat 
them out of victory.

Hundreds of opposition suppor- 
ters gathered outside: the Election 
Commission headquarters in Manila 
for a candlelight protest at what they 
said’ were attempts to cheat. Salva- 
dor Laurel, president of the United 
Nationalist Democratic organization 
(Unido) told Reuters that Marcos 
was planning “something evil” to

A government report, carried by 
the Philippines news agency. dif- 
fered from early returns compiled by 
the independent watchdog graup 
that showed a majority of opposition 
candidates ahead after the Monday 
election. .

marched with torches to‘city ball, 
where some votes were being 
counted.

Election 
Commission chairman Vicente San- 
tiago cautioned against unofficial re- 
turns that he said might “confuse the 
people:” But even pro-government

Martial law authorities block publication 


Turkish intellectuals lash army rule 


ANKARA (Reuter). -- Turkish mar- 
tial law authorities yesterday halted 
publication of an unprecedented 
petition by a group of 1,256 inteliec- 
tuals criticizing measures taken 
under military rule, including press 
censorship, newspaper editors said. 

The five-page petition, signed by 
leading academics, artists, lawyers, 
journalists, doctors and others. was 
handed in at the president's palace 
and the parliamentary speaker's 
Office this morning a spokesman for 
the group said. 

Within hours, newspaper and 
news agency editors said they had 
been told by martial Jaw authorities 
not to publisk the petition until there 
was an official statement on the 
issue. There was no indiction a to 
when the statement would be mae. 

In contrast to the official line that 
Turkey is firmly on the way back to 
full democracy, the petition said the 
country “is experiencing one of its 


gravest crises, one from which it has 
not yet recovered.” 

The signatories, describing them- 
selves as intellectuals and saying the 
document had not been inspired by 
any political group, also said they 
feared that torture had become habi- 
tual in the treatment of prisoners. 

It was the first time since the 1980 
military coup that such public and 
detailed opposition to reforms 
brought in by the generals had been 
expressed. 

The petition said all levels of Tur- 
kish society shared responsibility for 
the parliamentary stagnation and 
Political violence that prompted the 
coup. But it criticized methods 
adopted under military mile to cor- 
Tect them. : 

“We fear that it may have become 
habitual for torture to be used as an 
extra-judicial, prior and primitive 
form of punishment... Necessary 
measures must be taken to put an 


end to every kind of torture com- 
pletely,” the petition said. 

The petition. signed by people 
such as former economic affairs 
minister Hikmet ‘Cetin and ex- 
Ankara University dean Cevat 
Geray, called for the principle of 
innocence before guilt is proven to 
be respected, for an extensive 
amnesty and for an end to capital 
punishemnt and lengthy mass trials. 

The document attacked new laws 
imposing political curbs on profes- 
sional associations, trade unions and 
certain individuals. It also criticized 
press censorship and called for state 
radio and television ta be made 
autonomous. . 

It attacked a new centralized 
administration far the country’s uni- 
versities. “Claiming that they do not 
deserve to govern themselves im- 
plies a denial of the idea that demo- 
cracy can function in our country,” 
the petition said. 


Kidnapped couple freed 


WASHINGTON. ~ A kidnapped 
American couple was released 
yesterday in the Sri Lankan town of 
Jaffaa by their Sri Lankan captors, 
the State Department announced. 
Department spokesman John 
Hughes said that Stanley and Mary 
Elizabeth Allen are in good spirits, 
in good health, and they're obvious- 
ly averjoyed to be alive and free." 
Hughes expressed the “heartfelt 
thanks” of the U.S. government, to 
the governments of Sri Lanka and 
India for “close cooperation in 
freeing the Allens,” who had been 
held by Tamil separatist guerrillas. 
- The Allens had been held for five 


days by guerrillas who threatened to. 


kill them. 

The couple whe married two 
months ago and come, from Col- 
umbus, Obio. were seized at gun- 
point from their home in Jaffna by a 
group called the People’s Liberation 
Army. 

The kidnappers demanded the re- 
lease of 20 of their colleagues held by 
fhe Sri Lanka government and $2 
milion ransom in gold_- 

The Allens were handed over to 
the Catholic bishop of Jaffna, 
National Security Minister Lalith 
Athulathmudali said in Colombo. 

“I will get them to Colombo first 
thing tomorrow morning," he 
said.(AP Reuter) 


Soviets put more nukes in E. Germany 


MOSCOW. - The Soviet Union has 
announced that it is placing more 
nuclear missiles in East Germany, 
saying the move came in response to 
the increased deployment of U.S. 
medium-range nuclear missiles in 
Western Europe. 

Soviet troops began manning nuc- 
lear weapons in East Germany and 
Czechoslovakia in January as part of 
a response to U.S. cruise and 
Pershing-2 missiles. 

The offical Soviet news agency 
Tass reported briefly on Monday 
thar East Berlin and Moscow had 
agreed on stationing “an additional 
rumber of Soviet enhanced-range 


theatre missile complexes” in East 
Germany. ᾿ 

Westem military experts in Mos- 
cow have said this description best 
fits the $S-22, a new missile with a 
range of 1,000 kilometres. 

Tuss said Warsaw Pact nations 
wer: “compelled to adopt retalia- 
tory measures” because of con- 
tinuing U.S. deployment. 

In Brussels, defence ministers of 
the North Atiantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion yesterday opened a one-day 
meeting to dicuss greater arms coup- 
eration among the European allies 
and to review Europe's role in the 
defence of the West.

LONDON (AP). ~ British explorer 
David Hempieman-Adams yester- 
day became the first person to com- 
plete a solo walk to the magnetic 
North Pole over the Artic icecap, 
aides reported. 

Nicholas Schoon, his spokesman 
based at the explorer’s hometown at 
Bristol in western England, said 
Hempleman-Adams arrived at the 
magnetic North Pote after a gruell- 
ing 402-kilometre walk across the 
frozen Arctic wasteland. 

On May 7. the explorer fell 
through a layer of sea ice as it began 
melting at the start of the Arctic.

Chinese premier calls for 
change in wage structure 


PEKING (AP). -- Premier Zhao 
Ziyang., in his annual report, called 
for an end to industrial egalitarian- 
ism in Communist China. urged bol- 
der use of foreign funds. and de- 
fended last year’s campaign against 
“spiritual pollution.” 

Zhao was addressing the opening 
of a new session of the National 
People’s Congress. China's legisla- 
ture. The official Xinhua news agen- 
cy reported excerpts of his speech. 

His report on the work of the 
government in the past year outlined 
economic reforms in the cities to 
expand the five-year-old rural re- 
forms once decried as capitalism-by 
the leftists who ran the country in the 
1960s and 1970s. 

He said the central tusk in chang- 
ing the urban economy was to eli- 
minate the practice of making no 
distinction between well-run and 
badly-run enterprises and between 
waite doing more and those doing 
655. 

Starting from the fourth quarter of 


1984, he said firms will pay tax to the 
State instead of delivering profits. 

Workers wiil be paid in accard- 
ance with their output, doing away 
with egalitarianism. he said, 

Speaking a week after Soviet First 
Deputy Premier [van Arkhipoy cal- 
led off a visit to Peking at the last 
moment. Zhao said China wunted 
better relations with Moscow. 

But the Soviets still station mas- 
sive troops along the Chinese and 
Mongolian borders. back Viet- 
namese “aggression” in Cambodia 
and along the Chinese border, and 
continue the “armed occupation” of 
China's neighbour, Afghanistan. he 
said. 

The Congress, with some 3.000 
delegates, has little real power. But 
it is portrayed by the Communist 
Party as a decision-making authority 
of elected delegates from cities, 
towns and provinces. It hears and 
approves reports by Communist 
leaders and adopts Jaws and pérson- 
nel changes.

WHEN CHAIM WEIZMANN cre- 
ated the Daniel Sieff Institute in 
1934, he was very worried about the 
danger of his scientists being geog- 
taphically isolated from the great 
centres of science in the world. It was 
then that he enunciated the princi- 
ple, “Jews are guests in every place, 
hosts nowhere. To be wanted guests, 
they must also be congenial hosts.” 
Thus he hoped that his Institute 
would attract leading scientists as 
friendly advisers. 

If the shade of Dr. Weizmann 
joined the wetl-wishers of the Weiz- 
mann Institute (which absorbed the 
Sieff Institute), who participated in 
the celebration of its jubilee, he 
would have been delighted to find 
that the Institute was acting as host 
to so many of the greatest scientists 
of the day that the guest list reads 
like a “Who's Who in Science in the 
“Eighties.” ἢ 

Prof. John Ross, head of the de- 
partment of physical chemistry at 
Stanford University, and for many 
years a co-chairman of the Institute's 
Scientific Advisory Committee, 
speaks with great enthusiasm about 
another of Weizmann's ideas: his 
dream of using chemistry to manu- 
facture substances, particularly in a 
country short of raw materials. 

“Chemistry is transforming man's 
environment,” he says. “Let me give 
you one example. Η we find a new 
catalyst that is one per cent more 
active in promoting the production 
of ammonia, we may save millions of 
people from starvation. The popula- 
tion explosion, water problems, 
energy problems, pollution prob- 
lems, biological problems — ail these 
depend on the discoveries of chemis- 
try. Plastics, artificial materials, po- 
lymers, everywhere you look, the 
chemists are changing the external 
aspect of the world. We're learning 
how to mix things and to be less 
dependent on raw materials. Oh yes, 
Dr. Weizmann certainly dreamed 
the right dream." 


What does he think the world will 
be like in the year 2,000? 

He laughs. “In the ‘Thirties, 
somebody asked a commission of 
scientists to forecast what changes 
science would introduce tn the next 
three decades. They missed every 
single exciting development. So 'm 
scared to play prophet. 


“All E will say is that if you and I sit 
down together again in the year 
2,000, we will find that our wildest 
dreams were too conservative. The 
computer revolution will be mind- 
boggling. The silicon chip will be 
replaced by miniatures not even con- 
templated today. There'll be 
wonderful composite materials, 
Insect pests will be destroyed by new 
techniques. There'll be better under- 
standing of the environment — pro- 
vided; of course, the politicians use 
the means science places at their 
disposal.” 


At the moment, the Israel govern- 
ment is slashing budgets for science 
and education. 

“It's insane. If you close down 
your public schools and cut your 
Scientific research because of budget 
problems caused by war, you've lost 
the war. It’s like what happened to 
China during the Social Revolution. 
You cannot control your intel- 
ligentsia. And you must not try to 
direct your scientists. You must get 
the very best people, and let them 


(COMA 


work at their own pace on whatever 
problems interest them. 

“That was another principle laid 
down by Dr. Weizmann: he built the 
Institute around the finest scientists 


he could attract. Excellence, not - 


direction. In any case. the bound- 
aries between basic and applied re- 
search have disappeared.” 

Ross was born in Austria and went 
to the U.S. at the age of 13 in 1959. 
He was always interested in technic- 
al things, and obtained his Ph.D. at 
M.1.T., where he served for many 
years before moving to Stanford. 

“Now I'm studying the yeast cell. I 
think that we can learn from nature. 
The yeast cell is a very efficient 
factory. What can we learn from it? 
Why is it so efficient? Admittedly. 
there is nothing in aature like the 
wheel, which we use for so many 
engines. But nature has wonderful 
machines, taking in energy and con- 
verting it to work and heat. Look at 
photosynthesis. What an amazing 
example of solar energy! Solar ener- 
gy is also a chemistry problem. Can 
we adopt nature’s machines? I think 
we can. Let's meet again in 2,000 and 
consider how the world has 
changed.” 


NOBEL Prizewinner Prof, Christian 
Anfinsen, of John Hopkins Uni- 
versity, is a chemist who has been on 
the Weizmann governing board for 
more than 20 years. At one stage he 
very nearly came to settle in Israel: 
arrangements had been made to set 
up a high-technology company to be 
known as Taglit, funded by E.F. 
Hutton and the Institute. in which he 
was to be chief scientist, but the plan 
collapsed at the last minute. 

“My wife and I had given up our 
jobs, and had sold our furniture. 
‘Then the post fell away. It was alittle 


disconcerting: We'came anyway and - ~ 


Stayed for a year. But it was a 
shock.” 


There is a reason why they were so 
keen to settle here: they are fanatical 
Zionists. His wife comes from a very 
Orthodox family, and Professor 

ἢ was converted to Judaism 
by Rabbi Emanuel Rackman, now 
president of Bar-tlan University, so 
it can never be said that he was given 
a scientific conversion similar to the 
conversions of the basketball play- 
ers. 

“I probably know more about 


Judaism than most American Jews,"

he says. “Judaism has a very in- 
teresting philosophy, although 
‘sometimes I don’t agree with some 
of the actions of the Orthodox 
group. I am against organized reli- 
gion; I like my privacy. But I certain- 
ly have no regrets and no reserva- 
tions that I joined the tribe.” 

Anfiosen was born in Pittsburgh, 
where his father, a Norwegian en- 
gineer, had settled. He himself is a 
biochemist, and at present he is 
working on a completely new field, 
some bacteria found alive in ‘fun- 
nels” going down to immense depths 
in the Pacific. 

“The temperature down there is 
as high as 250 degrees Centigrade, 
but because of the pressure, the 
water doesn’t boil. How can organ- 
isms survive under such conditions? 
One of my colleagues, Dr. Deeming, 
went down twice to collect them. 
They were put in tubes and taken to 
the mother ship at 100 degrees. The 
possibilities are fascinating.” 

He has some qualms about a sub- 
ject now very much in the headlines 
— genetic engineering. 


» “I think it can be used very profit- 
ably, in agriculture and in medicine, 
against genetic diseases. But I am a 
little worried — there is some danger 
of the type envisaged in that science- 
fiction book, The Andromeda 
Strain. By manipulating the egg of a 
mouse, they have managed to pro- 
duce a giant mouse. Just imagine if 
that had been done during the Hitler 
years. The Nazis would have used 
the concentration-camp inmates for 
human experimentation so as to pro- 
duce nine-foot Nazi soldiers. What a 
horrifying thought! ὃ 


scientist just does what seems in- 
teresting to him. He doesn't think of 
the implications. The discovery of 
the fission of uranium was never 
thought of ahead as a means of 
making .atom bombs. Decisions ab- 
out the uses of science are taken out 
of the hands of the scientists very 
quickly. Frankly, I'm more con- 
cerned about our blowing ourselves 
to bits than about genetic engineer- 
ing.

AN HONORARY doctorate is 
being awarded during the celebra- 
tions to Prof. Daniel Koshland, a 
biochemist at the University of Cali- 
fornia, who co-chaired the Insti- 


tute’s Scientific Advisory Commit-~ 


tee with Professor Ross for several 
years. 

“Many years ago, I came to the 
Weizmann as a lecturer, and fell in 
Jove with the place,” he said. “I 
made up my mind to come every 
year, and ['ve done so ever since, 
except one year. when I was iil.” 

He has never considered immig- 
rating. “I grew up in California and 
am very happy there. My wife is a 
professor of immunology there and 
we have many children in California. 
But I feel very identified with the 
Institute. and have a place in my 
department available for an Israeli 
all the time. The young people they 
send me are superb, as good as any in 
the world. The work done at the 
Institute is first-rate, equal to that 
done at Berkeley or Harvard. 

“There is no such thing as 
nationalism in science: science of its 
essence is -international. But it is 
obviously simpler to work in Califor- 
gia than in Rehovot. We have a 
phrase, ‘cloning by phoning’: it’s 
easy to telephone a colleague in the 
U.S. and discuss a problem. That's 
why it’s so important for Israelis to 
come to us."” Koshland. also a 
biochemist. is working in the areas of 
mental health and neuro-biolopy.

anced. But I think that the brain is 
just another organ like the heart or 
the kidneys although a very compli- 
cated one.

“I always quote to my class the 
different way they looked at a pretty 
little gir! when they were eight years 
old from the way they looked at her 
six years later.

WHEN THE voters of Berkeley. the 
home of the University of Califor- 
nia, go to the polls on June 5, they 
will cast their ballots on an intiative 
calling on the United States Govern- 
ment “to reduce aid to Israel by an 
amount equal... to what Israe] 
spends annually on its settlements in 
the occupied territories of the West 
Bank, Gaza Strip and Golan 
Heights.” 

Initially ignored as another exam- 
ple of the eccentric political, social 
and sexual causes regularly spawned 
in Berkeley, the anti-Israe} initiative 
has now roused the diverse Jewish 
community of Berkeley and the San 
Franciso Bay area to organize a 
concerted counter-drive. 

Sponsor of the initiative is a group 
calling itself Taxpayers for Peace in 
the Middle East (TAPME), which 
over the past six months collected 
the necessary 5,000 valid signatures 
on the streets of Berkeley to put the 
measure before the city's 67,000 reg- 
istered voters. TAPME'’s supporting 


organizations list themselves as the 


American Arab And-Defamation 
Committee (whose phone is listed as 
the contact number for TAPME). 
the committee for Academic Free- 
dom in the Israel Occupied Territor- 
ies, and the Snternational Jewish 
Peace Union. 


Under the rules of the municipal 
charter, the Berkeley City Council 
was obliged to give its pro forma 
approval to the initiative, designat- 
ing it officially as “Measure E“ on 
the ballot. More significantly. 
however, the city council, at the 
same meeting. rejected a proposed 
ballot measure calling for continued 
aid to Israel and praising its demo- 
cratic ideals, willingness to negotiate 
peace and strategic importance to 
the United States. 

The pro-Israel proposal failed by a 
5-to-4 vote when five council mem- 
bers abstained, in effect voting 
“no.” 

There is littke doubt that Arab 
groups and their sympathizers 
selected Berkeley as the test site for 
the initiative because of the makeup 
of the city’s electorate and its affinity 
for anti-establishment causes. 

“Unlike other places in the U.S., 
where the political dialogue is be- 
tween liberals and conservatives. 
Berkeley's dialogue occurs between 
liberals and radicals," comments 
Berkeley historian Fred Rosen- 
baum. ᾿ 

“Even though the issues and 


Koshland is convinced that there 
is a physica] explanation for many 
mental illnesses like schizophrenia 
and manic depression, and even 
some types of alcoholism.

“A loving family certainly helps as 
a cushion: I always say that I myself 
got tenure when I was two years old, 
I was given such a sense of security 
by my family. It is a pity that we in 
the United States have lost the ex- 
tended families -- growing up with 
aunts and uncles and cousins ~ that 
used to give so much reassurance.” 

Koshland points out that there is a 
distinction between psychoses and 
neuroses. He thinks that 
psychoanalysis and counselling help 
out with neurotics, but cannot help 
much with psychotics. But the new 
drugs have certainly changed the 
situation: many patients who used to 
be hospitalized can now stay at 
home. 

“Lithium is very helpful for 
manic-depressives, and it can be 
taken almost for a lifetime without 
side-effects. The tranquilizing drugs” 
given to schizophrenics may have 
side-effects. 

“There is clear evidence that an 
overdose of pep pills, the ampheto- 
mines, blocks the dopamine system. 
We also know that L-Dopa is of 


son's diseae. but that too much can 

~ produce symptoms of schizophrenia. 
Conversely, too many tranquilizers 
given to schizophrenics wil] produce 
symptoms in them of Parkinson’s 
disease. These clues lead us to be- 
lieve that schizophrenia is associated 
with something going wrong with the 
dopamine system. 

“We're studying the neuro- 
blastomo cells of the brain in tissue 
culture. I believe that we are making 
progress. When we understand how 
the brain works and why it breaks 
down, we should be able to solve 
many mental-health problems.”

THE.NOTES on the Institute’s gov- 
ernors prépared for me by the PR 
department describe Lady Chain, 
widow of Ernst Chain, who shared a 
Nobel Prize with Fleming and Florey 
for the discovery of penicillin, as 
Prof. Anne Beloff-Chain. and warn 
me that she is ‘a distinguished scien- 
tist in ber own right.”

methods of the activists have 
changed since the 1960s, I would 
guess that as much as 25 per cent of .

BERKELEY'S distinctiveness is re- 
flected in its Jewish community. 
“Like other communities, less than 
half of the Jewish population aiffili- 
ates with a synagogue,” according to 
Rosenbaum. “But a majority also 
avoids affiliation with any Jewish 
organization. 

“Many are distrustful of the orga- 
nized Jewish community,”” he adds. 
“In part, they cepresent the sacial 
revolution, which includes single pa- 
rents and homosexuals. They feel 
that the community does not re- 
spond to their needs, and a signifi- 
cant portion can be termed ‘anti- 
Zionist.” “ 

Among Jewish anti-Zionists 
actively promoting the initiative are 
leaders of the hitherto obscure Inter- 
national Jewish Peace Union. They 
have been joined by individual mem- 
bers of the New Jewish Agenda, an 
organization espousing leftist social 
and political causes. 

The local chapter and national 
leadership of the new Jewish Agen- 
da has not taken a stand on the issue. 
However, the organization's nation- 
al co-director, Jeffrey Dekro, bas 
charged that Arab groups are using 
Berkeley as a test site for a possible 
country-wide campaign to cut aid to 
Israel and he predicted that the mea-

To translate the prediction into 
reality, most of Berkeley's Jews, 
who make up 10-15 per cent of the 
city’s electorate, are supporting an 
organized opposition drive. They

A “No on (Measure) E” head- 
quarters has been established, from 
which volunteers armed with argu- 
ments and literature are fanning out 
and knocking on voters’ doors. The 
campaign is being led by Edwin 
Epstein, a professor at the Universi- 
ty of California, and Paul Maier, 
president of the Berkeley Democra- 
tic Club, who say that they willseek a 
broad base of support “among the 
general interfaith community, un- 
ions, and such other constituencies 
as the elderly and feminists.” 


Prof. Epstein attacked Measure E 
as “neither an appropriate ballot 
méasure nor conducive to peace. It 
distorts real issues, isclating Israel 
and casting it in the role of villain.” 

The official ballot agreement 
against the initiative, which will be 
sent to all voters, has been signed by 


nine prominent officials and citizens. ἡ

Hungary may honour 
~ Raoul Wallenberg

Wallenberg hud died of heart failure 
in the Lubyanka Prison on July 
17,1447. Gromyko's 1957 memoran- 
dum to the Swedish Government 
hlamed Wallenberg’s alleged death 
on the “criminal activities" of the 
Stalinist past and closed with an 
apology. 

BUT THERE has been persistent 
evidence in the past years that Wal- 
lenberg lived Jong after 1947 and that 
he may still be alive today some- 
where in the Soviet gulag today. 
Eye-witnesses, a number of them 
Soviet Jews now living in Israel and 
the U.S.. have repeatedly reported 
seeing him, not only in the period 
between 1945 and 1947, but as re- 
cently as the 1970s, in various Soviet 
prisons and labour camps. 

The case, an extremely sensitive 
subject for Moscow as well as Hun- 
gary, has cast a shadow over 
Swedish-Soviet telations for decades 
and has also involved a number of 
Western countries, notably Canada, 
Britain and the U.S., who have 
brought up the matter at various 
international conferences. 

U.S. and Canadian Jewish orga- 
nizations have petitioned the Soviet 
Union to provide full information 
about Wallenberg. California Con- 
gressman Tom Lantos who, asa boy. 
was saved by Wallenberg in 
Budapest, has léd the U.S. efforts to 
locate him. 

In October 1983, Wallenberg be- 
came the second foreigner since 
Winston Churchill to be given hon- 
orary U.S. citizenship. 

EFFORTS TO HONOUR him in 
Hungary began as early as 1945, not 
long after his disappearance, when ἃ 
Wallenberg committee was set up to 
solicit donations, and the sculptor

.Military rules forbade telling 
pilots about the imminent allied 
landing in France and St-Exupery 
was to be informed only upon his 
return from the final mission. But by 
then he had vanished without a 
trace. . 

τ There was ‘speculation that the 
aviator died in a crash in a mountain 
ravine east of Lyons, that he was 
captured by the Nazis. or that he 
plunged into the sea due to engine 
tailure. 

But the recent discovery of a log 
written by Luftwaffe pilot Robert 
Heichele on July 31, 1944, tends te 
corroborate indications that "“St-Ex” 
-was shot down by a Folke-Wulf 
fighter just off the French mainland 
while heading back to Corsica. 


“I haye loved my country with all 
my might,” St-Exupery told his wife 
in 1943. “I have neither ambition nor | 
the thirst for money nor anything of 
the sort. 1 simply. wish to be useful.” 

_ That letter is one of 26 from the 
estate of Consuelo on display in 
Paris until May 20. with St- 
Exupery’s whimsical drawings for Le 
Petit Prince, other writings and 
souvenirs — before, like the aviator |:

Soviet 
soldiers were scen removing it dur- 
ing the night. 

Hungarian sources. quoted in His- 
Joria, the official bi-monthly of the 
Hungarian Historical Saciety. are 
equivocal and contradictory about 
what happened to the monument 
after that. According to some ver- 
sions, it was demolished; according 
to others. merely damaged during 
the nocturnal removal. 

In fact, it was repaired and res- 


tored in 1950 -- apparendy having | 


been kept in storage - when plans 
were made to erect it in some other 
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Budapest square as an “anti-fascist 
memorial” not specifically com- 
memoruative of Wallenberg. 

Patzay. the origina! sculpter, re- 
ferred to it in June 1950 with the title 
“Victory over Fascism.” Nothing 
came out of those plans either. but in 
Seplember of that year. the figure was 
set up at the Hungarian Exhibition 
of the Fine Arts, and Patzay entitled 
it simply “Figure with a Snake.” 

In 1953 the statue was moved to 
Debrecen. renamed the “Serpent 
Killer.” and was erected next to a 
pharmuceutical factory where it 
stands to this day. 

In the late “SOs or early ‘60s. 
according to one report, a replica of 
the figure was cast and taken to 
Indonesia by then-presidenit 
Achmed Sukarno to adorn his pres- 
idential palace grounds in Djakarta. 
MOST OF THESE curious details 
were contained in the article in His- 
toria which also suggested that the 
original in Debrecen should be re- 
furbished and moved to an appropri- 
ate site, either there or in Budapest. 
in time for the 40th anniversary of 
Wallenberg’s disappearance. 

Magyar Nemzet, the daily newspap- 
er of Hungury’s Patriotic People’s 
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Front organization. was even more 
explicit, urging restoration of the 
Wallenberg staive to its originally 
planned site in Budapest's St. 
Stephen's Park “as worthy gesture of 
Our...remembrance of the 40th 
anniversary of his death.” 

That the paper referred to his 
“death” in 1943. rather than his 
“disappearance” and abduction by 
the Soviet “liberators,” is under- 
standable, considering Hungary's 
role within the Soviet bloc. 

Whether a dedication of the statue 
as an official memorial ta Wallen- 
berg will really take place is anyone’s 
guess and depends in no small mea- 
sure on how the Kremlin feels about 
it. 

The Wallenberg case. not to men- 
tion the persistent reports that he is 
sill alive, remains a source of deep 
embarrassment and irritation to the 
Soviet leadership in general and to 
Andrei Gromyko in particular. 

ff. indeed. Wallenberg did not 
perish in the Lubvanka as he has 
claimed, then Gromyko is either a 
blatant liar or, perhaps worse for 
him. a dupe of the KGB. 

An unproven but persistent story 
is that the late Soviet party chief 
Leonid Brezhnev. then a major- 
general and political commissar of 
the Soviet 18th Army. was the offic- 
er who commanded the unit that 
abducted Wallenberg in January 
1945. 

If the Hungarians do restore the 
monument, then party chief Janos 
Kadar probably feels that the ges- 
ture will put his regime in 2 favour- 
able light in the West without pro- 
voking the ire of the Soviets. figuring 
that neither side can hold Hungary 
responsible for Wallenberg’s fate in 
Moscow.

Lebanese economy losing its ‘adaptability — 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — The Lebanese 
economy 1s losing its capacity to 
adapt to the ups and downs of war 
and is now in a very difficult state, 
according to a report prepared for 
Prime Minister Rashid Karameh by 
the country’s central bank. 

It said the economy had so far 
managed to carry on thanks to its 
flexible free market system, “but 
this is continuously growing more 
difficult, so that the economy today 
is in a very disturbing state.” 

The report, published in fall in the 
Beirut newspaper al-Anwar, says the 
economy has never recovered from a 
recession in the second half of 1982, 
immediately after the Israeli inva- 
sion. 

Since tlien there have been three 
major military campaigns in Leba- 
non, in the central Shouf mountains 
last September, around the northera 
port of Tripoli last November and 
December, and in the Beirut area 
this February. 

The fighting bas reduced the de- 
mand for goods and services, created 
more unemployment and poverty 
than Lebanon has ever known be- 
fore and cut the standard of living for 
all Lebanese, the bank said. “This 
impoverishment could have grave 
social and political consequences in 
the long term,” concludes the re- 
port, submitted to Karameh last week 
by Central Bank Governor Michel 
Khouri.

Going after the 
under-30 tourist

Over one quarter of the tourists who 
visited Israel last year were under 
the age of 30. 

This was one of the findings in a 
report the Tourism Ministry submit- 
ted in connection with a conference 
on youth tourism held in Jerusalem 
this winter. According to the report, 
317,900 young people visited Israel 
in 1983, 16 per cent more than during 
the previous year. 

Of the under-30 group, 70,500

THE AVERAGE price increase of 20.6 per cent in April was 
almost exactly the inflation rate that had been widely predicted 
for weeks. Yesterday's confirmation of this forecast. by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics. was therefore no surprise. 
However. calamities do not become more tolerable because 
they are unticipated. That Israel's inflation at an annual rate of 
more than 400 per cent is 4 national culamity was recently 
articulated bv a highly respected authority - the International 


inflation at such a rate mukes it virtually impossible to attain 
any objective of economic policy. It threatens to bring the 
productive apparatus of the economy to ἃ standstill. As the 
president of the Manufacturers’ Association. Eli Hurvitz. said 
yesterday, it makes it even physically difficult τὸ manage 
productive enterprise. It diverts economic activity from pro- 
duction to financial speculation. It threatens to make the social 
fabric itself come apart at the seams. 

However, Finance Minister Yigal Cohen-Orgad is oblivious 
to all that. No matter what the IMF. or any competent 
economist in the country says, he is resolved to stay

A NEW WAVE of international 
political terror, possibly worse even 
than at the height of tne campaign 
hy Palestinian extremists. seems in- 
escupuble. Its prelude was the 
bombing of the American and 
French embassies and other targets 
in Kuwait. and the earlier suicide- 
squad attacks against American 
Murines and Israelis in Lebanon. 

These auctions are the work of a 
newly-born, deeply dedicated and 
fanatical revolutionary fsiam move- 
ment which was jaunched by 
Ayatollah Khomeini's principal 
-lieutenant. Ayatollah Hussein Ali 
Montazeri, in January 1982. 

Its three principal objectives are 
to unite “true Islam*’ against 
imperialism. which includes the 
Soviet Union: to raise the flag of 
“authentic Islam" against its 
usurpers. principally seen as the 
present rulers of Saudi Arabia and 
their agents: and to promote the 
aims of the [ranian revolution 
throughout the Masiem wortd. 

Although the revolution in fran 
originally had a primarily Shiite 
character, Montazeri's aim is to 
erudicute the idea of sectarianism. 
At the January 1982 conference of 
forzign Moslems in Teheran, he 
declared that the Iranian-inspired 
Islamic revolutionary movement 
was coitted to Shi'ite-Sunni unity. 

Al about the same time. 
Khomeini insisted that “it is 
slanderous to describe the reveolu- 
lion in fran as a sectarian revolu- 
tion. Our revolution is the revolu- 
tion of all Moslems, including Sun- 
was committed to Shi‘ite-Sunni uni- 


ty. 

WITH THE faunching of this move- 
ment, the Moslem world now has 
three principal centres in rivalry for 
the role of authentic Islamic 
thought: Teheran, Riyadh and 
Tripoli. Each maintains its own in- 
ternational organization through 
which the struggle for supremacy is 
being waged. The weakest, by far, is 
Gaddafi's Islamic Call Society, 
whose revolutionary appeal has 
been superseded by Iran’s and 
diminished by the Libyan leader's 
unpredictable behaviour.

We, who are maybe more serious- 
minded. didn't join in but simply 
listened to it and put it down to the 
nervousness and foolishness which 
take a grip on mankind every 
thousand years. We weren't fright- 
ened by this sort of thing. 

We knew that it would pass. and 
we knew thar if there were good 
Feasons to be worried about the new 
year. they had nothing to do with 
astrological signs and Kabbalistic 
combinations. They had and have to 
do, of course, with the news of more 
and better nuclear missiles which 
were Starting to be put in place then 
and which are continuing to be in- 
stalled right now, 

The build-up οὗ missiles is going 
on irrespective of the fact that no 
flood has struck Jerusalem. 
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tazeri's initiative. although Libya 
plays no purt in it. 

By far the strangest of the three 
movements is the Islamic 
Conference Organization (ICO) led 
by the Saudis. Although Iran re- 
mains a meinber of the ICO, it uses 
il as a forum principally to point up 
its uwn differences with Saudi 
policies. These differences are 
funuticalls sharp. 

In Jaunching the World Congress 
of Friday Imams and Prayer 
Leaders. Montazeri put forth as one 
of its demands the appointment of a 
council of representatives of Islamic 
nations to administer the two holy 
sunctuaries, Mecca and Medina. 
British colonialists, he declared, 
had placed “‘an illiterate. hireling 
Beduin in power in Arabia.” as a 
result of which his ‘‘discredited 
family, who are unfamiliar with 
islam, now control the holy cities. 

“I beg the Almighty,” he added, 
“for the deliverance and liberation 
of the sacred places and Islamic 
lands from the claws of Satan [i.e. 
the Saudi Kingdom].” 


MONTAZERI'S message to 
delegates attending a series of con- 
ferences in [ran over the past two 
vears is that religion and politics are 
indivisible. Mosques, he insists, 
should not only be places of prayers 
but, as in the Prophet Mohammed’s 
time. centres of. polltical,- cultural 
and military uctivities. This message 
is to be spread by a permanent 
organization of the World Congress 
of Friday Imams and Prayer 
Leaders which has been established 
with a full-time secretariat in 
Teheran, and with branches in other 
Moslem countries, it has been made 
responsible for convening an annual 
conference of islamic leaders to be 
held in Teheran. In February 1983, 
Montazeri played host to 400 
delegates invited (at Iranian ex- 
pense) to attend the First 
Conference on Islamic Thought. 

A special school has recently 
been established at Qom, where 
sponsored students pursue both 
religious studies and methods of 
armed insurrection, in keeping with 
Monuazeri's teaching about the role 
of the mosque as in the time of the 
Prophet. The school is believed to 
be under the supervision of Ayatol-

lah Khoiniha. but all the students 
are received personally by Mon- 
tazeri at three- or four-monthly 
periods. The first. sponsored stu- 
dents are reported to have come 
from Saudi Arabia, Afghanistan, 
Egvpt. Nigeria and Morocco. One 
of the first steps taken in fulfilment 
of Montazeri's aims was the 
despatch of trained iranian cadres 
to the Bekaa Valley in Lebanon to 
support the PLO in late 1982 after 
-the Israeli invasion. By the end of 
that year there were an estimated 
1,500 Iranians based in Baalbek. 

This Iranian presence en- 
couraged an incipient split within 
the Lebanese Shi'ite community. 
One of their commanders, Hussein 
al Mussawi, denounced the Amal 
faction for collaborating with ‘Israel 
and the United States, and took 5,000 
of his supporters to join the I[ra- 
nian cadres at Baalbek which they 
converted into a Shiite. 
revolutionary centre, plastering it 
with portraits of Khomeini and fra- 
nian flags. it was this group which 
claimed .responsibility for the 
suicide attacks made on the 
American and Israeli defence posi- 
tions in Lebanon. 

This alliance with the dissident 
Shi'ite leader. Mussawi, has enabled 
Iran to become 2 factor in Lebanon, 
where it supports Syria, its close ally 
in the war against Iraq. 


A SECOND MAJOR AREA OF 
franian involvement: has been the 
Arab Gulf, especially those states 
with significant Shi'ite com- 
munities, such as Kuwait, where the 
latest attacks were carried out. 
These states, which are linked with 
Saudi Arabia in the Gulf Coopera- 
tion Council, have found it’ neces- 
sary to establish a joint intelligence 
organization to detect Iranian- 
directed revolutionary activities. 
In the last year or so, Iran has 
greatly increased its support for the 
Afghan resistance movement to the 
Soviet Union's occupation. It has 
concentrated its aid on two Shi'ite 
groups of armed resisters, both of 
which have been given arms and 
funds as well as permission to raise 
funds for their struggle in Iran-and 
to open offices there. However, 
Iran especially favours the Sazmane. 
Nasr — the Organization for Vic-

tory — which is mainly active in the 
central region of Hazarajat and, 
thanks to Iranian arms supplies, has 
been able to establish a foothold in 
the Salang valley, where they are 
better able to ambush Soviet con- 
voys. 

Pakistan has recently agreed to 
allow the Iranians to establish a 
liaison committee in Peshawar to 


work with the Afghan resistance, 


~’ Following a Shi’ite-Sunni clash in 
Karachi over a purely local land dis- 
pute, a number of Iranian diplomats 
were expelled from Pakistan; but 


President Zia's government has. 


been careful to maintain formally 
good relations with Iran despite its 
very close relations with Saudi 
Arabia. Over 12,000 Pakistani 
soldiers have been contracted to 
the Saudi Kingdom to help in its in- 
ternal and external security. An ¢s- 
timated 20 per cent of Pakistani 
Moslems are Shi'ites. Iran appears 
to have been careful to promote its 
policy of Shi'ite-Suani unity in its 
relations with Pakistan — ἃ policy 
that has won the support of a 
number of young Pakistani radicals 
opposed to the Zia regime and who 
claim to see a model for Islamic 
revolution in the Iranian ex-

DOES THE multiplication and im- 
provement of missiles make us 
think? Can it really scare any of us 
Israelis? 

Itisn’t hard to understand why the 
notion of a nuclear war scares our 
allies, the Americans: It does this 
not only because they're the only 
ones who ever dropped the Bomb on 
other humans. not only because 
technology's most gifted and fortun- 
ate children are naturally most 
frightened of being destroyed by it, 
but because the idea of: getting 
caught up in any war is more likely to 
frighten people who are used to 
living in peace than those who are 
acquainted with nothing except war 
and armistice and who have never 
had the leisure to organize a nuclear 
disarmament movement. 

Yet even an Israeli who has never 
known anything but non-peace and 
thus has consciously or unconscious- 
ly, willingly or unwillingly made his 
peace with it. can’t fail to be a little 
frightened if he lets himself think or 
dream about a nuclear exchange 
between the U.S. and the USSR. 

For he understands that in such a 
war to dwarf all wars, a war beyond 
the precise imagining of all but the 
sickest. greatest poets. he and his 
strategic asset of a country probably 
won't be spared. And even if he and 
it are, he knows that the “nuclear 
winter” which scientists predict for 
the Northern Hemisphere after the 
exchange could freeze sunny Israel 
also. 


There is, to be sure, something an edge, thinks it could strike first 


very unreasonatile about a reason- 
able, intelligent Israeli giving way 
even a little bit to nuclear nervous- 
ness now. He would seem to have so 
many other things closer to home to 
be nervous about. 

Furthermore, even those of us 
who are crowding middle-age have 
never known any world except one 
which could, in fact. ἐπα ἐπ a series of 
firebells. We should long since have 
learned to live with the possibility. 

Infinitely adaptable, we should 
fong since have adapted. We should 
long since have tucked the know- 
ledge away as Neapolitans tuck away 
the knowledge of Vesuvius -- an 
added spice to their lives. 

The knowledge that a nuclear war 
could include us should long since 
have disappeared into the stew of 


* our normal anxieties, which among 


us Jewish Israelis with our somewhat 
demoralized but still superb army 
includes the dread of a second 20th- 
century war of extermination waged 
against the Jews. 


BESIDES. the more intelligent we 
are, the more we appreciate the 
Soviets for what they are. We clearly 
perceive the need for the Americans 
to show them that disarmament is a 
two-way street. 

And we understand the sophisti- 
cated fact that a nuclear war is 
actually less liable to happen when 
both sides are equally armed and 
terrified than when one side, gaining

Sir. - On May 9. there appeared 
on these pages a letter critical of the 
tradition of mourning during the 
Sefira periud and calling upon the 
religious esiablishment to convert 
the Sefira period into a time of 
mourning for the martyrs of the 
Holocaust. The letter, I am afraid, is 
typical of a genre which chooses to 
deprecate Jewish tradition before 
attempting to understand it. 

A careful reading of the Talmudic 
Passage relating the death of Rabbi 
Akiva’s students — which is often 
referred to as the basis for our tradi- 
tion of mourning during Sefira -- 
shows the Talmud to be bemoaning 
not the deaths of these 24,000 stu- 
dents. but the state of ignorance of 
Tora in which the world found itself 
as a result of the tragedy: “And the 
world was devoid of Tora.” 

A comparable destruction of 
academies of learning.and the result- 
ing loss of knawiedge of the Jewish 
heritage occurred shortly before the 
period of the Geonim. when the

tradition of mourning during the 
Sefira was first made known, and at 
the time of the First Crusade, when it 
was popularized. It was also one of 
the terrible results of the Holocaust. 
Between Passover and Shavuct, 
we mourn the loss of the wealth of 
Jewish knowledge which we and the 
world bave suffered through our 
persecution — not the deaths of some 
students more than 18 centuries ago.
